Miskien moet n mens dan daaraan dink om dit 
drie-maandeliks te laat verskyn om daarvan iets te maak wat lesenswaardig 
is. Daar word met ope ore geluister na voorstelle in hierdie verband, of’in 
n ander verband. Een ding staan soos n paal bo water: in sy huidige vorm 
word die Joernaal nie ten volle benut nie, altans dan nie vir so ver skrywer' 
hiervan daarvan bewus is nie. 

Wat kan gedoen word aan hierdie posisie? Indien n blad op die ope konm- 
petisie-mark meeding met ander blaaie het hy twee moontlikhede: df hy ver- 
laag sy peil sodanig dat die lesers daarvan hou, df hy stel n vaste stan- 
daard, en indien hy nie daaraan kan voldoen nie as gevolg van n te klein 
lesersgetal, vergeet hy van sy bestaan. In die geval van die Kaapse Biblio- 
tekaris is nie een van die twee moontlik nie. Die bydraes is te min om n 
standaard daar te stel of om lekker leesstof te verskaf. Die Redakteur is 
geen Don Quixote nie ~ hoogstens n boerklong. Ek sien dus uit na bydraes - 
of nan advertensie van n goedkoop plaas! ,

BIBLIOTEEK, PUBLIEK EN SAKEMAN

Vir iemand wat in die handelswéreld staan, is dit altyd gerade om versigtig 
te loop wanneer jy met jou klante te doen het - op hulle goeie gesindheid 
berus jou onderneming ten slotte En as daardie klant.toevallig die grootste 
klante is (die biblioteke) dan moet jy eers versigtig wees. 

Gelukkig het ek egter nie appeltjies te skil nie. Ons is tog almal op die 
een of ander manier in die bedryf. Ons het almal dieselfde doel voor ot: om 
die publiek aan te moedig om meer te lees. Die uitgewer en boekhandelaar het 
bowendien nog mn verdere taak: om die publiek te leer om boeke te koop, omn 
trots in n ete biblioteek op te bou. 

Dis juis hier waar ons mekaar kan help. Of liewer: waar die biblioteke die 
uitgewer en boekhandelaar kan help. In die eerste plek kan die biblioteke 
ons help deur te probeer om die gedagte van die eie, private biblioteek aan 
te moedig. Hoe, weet ek nie. Ek is nie so op die hoogte met die werking en 
invloedsfeer van die biblioteke nie. Ek glo egter dat daar sulke moontlikhe- 
de bestaan. 

Dit is per slot van rekening belangrik dat die gedagte aan die eie boekery 
aangewakker moet word. Daarmee bedoel ek nie dat die biblioteek sy eie keel 
moet afsny nie. Dit sal nooit gebeur nie. Ek is nie een van daardie mense 
wat soms ongelukkig voel oor die biblioteke nie. Geen denkende mens kdn on- 
gelukkig voel oor biblioteke nie, want niemand kan al die boeke wat hy graag 
wil lees, koop nie Afgesien daarvan dat hulle dikwels nie meer te kry is 
nie, is dit ook te duur. As ek bv. al die boeke moes koop wat ek wil lees - 
ja, dan sal ek en my vrou maar moet honger ly 

Wat ons egter wél bekommer, is dat baie mense wat vroe#r tog nog af en toe 
n boek gekoop het, nou glad niks meer koop nie, En dis n feit. Hier is daar 
werk te doen Hierdie mense moet ,gekondisioneer" word om af en toe n boek 
wat hulle baie geniet het, te koop: om self weer te lees, of om aan vriende 
as geskenk te gee Veral laasgenoemde lyk my na iets met moontlikhede. 

Iets anders wat ek ook op die hart het, is steun aan die regmatige boekhan 
del In u onlangse uitgawe van die,Die Suid-Afrikaanse Uitgewer en Boekhan- 
delaar"' (Sept. -Okt: 1959) rig mnr. J.D. Duncan n artikel aan die adres van de 
Britse uitgewers wat nie onderskei tussen die erkende en nie-erkende boekhan- 
delaar nie. Die gevolg, s@ mnr. Duncan, is dat biblioteke dikwels teen gro- 
ter korting by die nie-erkende boekhandelaar koop. Dit spreek vanself dat die 
boekhandelaar dit kan bekostig: hy hoef immers nie die hot bedryfskoste van n 
goed-ingerigte boekwinkel te dra nie. Hy is geen boekhandelaar nie, hy is 
eenvoudig n leweransier wat sonder risiko werk. Nou het die regmatige boek- 
handelaar se omset aan die publiek juis gedaal ten gevolge van die groei van

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die biblioteke. As hy nou te staan moet kom voor die feit dat n nie-erkende 
boekhandelaar die groot bestellings wat hom sy leeftog verseker, afneem, dan 
lyk die toekoms bra droewig 

Dit klink miskien vergesog om ons biblioteke te vra om hul boeke net by die 
erkende boekhandel te bestel, al moet hulle daardeur n paar persent aan kor- 
ting inboet Tog boel ek geregverdig om dit te doen Ek glo dat die welva- 
rendheid van die hele boekbedryf vir die biblioteek ewe belangrik is as vir 
die uitgewer en handelaar Ons weet almal dat die boekhandelaar se omset 
klein is, dat hy, om te kan funksioneer, n groot minder lonende of stadig 
verkopende voorraad moet aanhou Dit méét hy doen as hy sy sout werd is. 
Hierdie mense mag nie vir ons boekbedryf verlore gaan nie - hulle is die ba- 
Sis van ons boekbedryf 

As hierdie twee dinge n bietjie aandag kan kry, dan sal dit vir almal baie 
beteken - ook vir die biblioteke. Want as die uitgewer in Suid-Afrikaanse 
boeke se afset vergroot word, moet die voordele kom: laer pryse, n groter 
verskeidenheid, ens. - alles dinge wat die biblioteekwese ook te harte gaan-

Ons het in Die Burger die afgelope maande alreeds baie interessante arti- 
kels gelees oor ons Afrikaanse letterkunde, boekverspreiding en oor alle 
sorge en bekommernisse wat daarmee saamgaan Hoe waardevol hierdie artikels 
egter ook is, gee dit eintlik nie n definitiewe oplossing vir die vraagstuk, 
hoe om ons letterkunde te laat opbloei nie 

Om n goeie objektiewe beeld te kry van die probleme, sal ons die saak van 
albei kante moet bekyk, dit wil s@ nie alleen van die publiek se kant nie, 
maar ook vanuit die skrywer se oogpunt 


DIE SKRYWER 


Om met die laatste te begin, watter bestaan kan n skrywer van Afrikaanse 
boeke eintlik maak uit sy geestesprodukte? Wanneer van sy boeke 3000 eksem 
plare teen 15/- verkoop word en hy ontvang 10% outeursaandeel, sal hy vir al 
sy harde werk nog maar £225 ontvang. Aangesien hierdie 3000 eksemplare nie 
binne n paar maande verkoop word nie, sal hierdie aandeel in gedeeltes aan 
hom uitbetaal word En hoe op aarde kan ons verwag dat ons taal, waarvan die 
pynlike geboorte nouliks 40 jaar gelede plaasgevind het, nou al skrywers van 
formaat sal oplewer, wat n paar maal per jaar ,best sellers" die lig laat 
sien? km dit inn land waar die nuwe taal homself moet staande hou teen die 
vloedgolf van Engelse literatuur Laat ons nie onredelik wees nie! Die 
grootste probleem is hoe om vir ons skrywers die moontlikhede te skep om n 
lewensbestaan te maak uit die skryf van boeke, in plaas van om dit as bloot 
yoyverdienste" te beskou. 

Indien n outeur drie boeke per jaar skrywe, waarvan 3000 eksemplare elk 
verkoop kan word, sal hy volgens bogenoemde berekening nog maar £675 per jaar 
maak. En watter skrywer sal kan sien om vir die inkomste sy huidige betrek- 
king te laat vaar, wat hom jaar na jaar elke maand n vaste en veilige inkom- 
ste bied? 

Hoe kan ons die skrywer se inkomste vergroot, sodat hy vir homself n be- 
staan daaruit kan maak? Laat ons n ander kant van die saak bekyk. 


DIE PUBLI EX 


In Desember se uitgawe van die Engelse blad "The Bookseller" verskyn n 
brief van een van die direkteur van n boekhandel in ons land, wat o.a. te 
velde trek teen die biblioteke in Suid-Afrika My persoonlike mening is dat 
dit getuig van n sekere kortsigtigheid. Die vestiging van n groot biblioteek-

organisasie met hul gratis dienste mag miskien n daling in die verkoop van 
Engelse boeke vertoon Ons moet hier egter nie uit die oog verloor nie dat 
die getal Engelse boeke wat in ons land verkoop word, slegs n klein persen- 
tasie uitmaak van wat die oorsese uitgewers produseer. Met ander woorde, die 
Engelse uitgewers en dus ook die Engelse skrywers sal nie baie skade ly deur 
die in verhouding geringe aantal boeke wat minder verkoop word. Maar wat van 
die Afrikaanse boeke? Tot n paar jaar gelede was die verskil tussen die aan- 
tal Engelse en Afrikaanse boeke op die rakke van ons boekwinkels aansienlik. 
Gewoonlik moet n mens soek na waar toevallig n paar Afrikaanse uitgawes ge- 
staan het. Alhoewel daar nog baie boekwinkels is waar n mens tevergeefs vra 
na selfs die mees bekende Afrikaanse boeke, het daar al n verbetering inge- 
tree. Ek het nou net die woord kortsigtigheid genoem Indien die direkteur 
van die boekhandel wat ek so pas genoem het, (en wat nie een enkele Afrikaan- 
se boek op sy rakke het nie,) die moeite wil doen om n uitnodiging te rig 
aan alle uitgewers van Afrikaanse boeke, dat hulle vir n sekere tyd Afrikaan- 
se boeke aan hom lewer, desnoods met reg van terugstuur, sal hy gou vind dat 
sy verlies wat hy deur die verlaagde omset van Engelse boeke ly, binne n kort 
tyd goed gemaak sal word 

Skrywer van hierdie artikel het die volgende ondervinding gehad: by die 
verskyning van een van ons uitgawes het ons nOmsendbrief in Afrikaans aan 
alle boekhandelaars in Suid-Afrika gerig. Van een boekwinkel het ons n baie 
kwaai brief terugontvang met die mededeling dat dit n skande was dat ons nie 
die aankondiging in Engels rondgestuur het nie. En aangesien die briefskry- 
wer ons laat verstaan het dat hy nie n woord kon lees van die bewuste brief 
nie, kon hy darem ook nie die boek bestel nie. Die brief is sonder possetls 
daarop aan ons gestuur, sodat ons die strafporto koste kon betaal! 

En dit in n tweetalige land! Verstaan u nou die woord kortsigtigheid? Kan 
ons die publiek nou kwalik neem dat hulle nie belangstelling het nie? Terwyl 
dus die Engelse boeke n daling sal vertoon, moet, danksy die Biblioteekdiens, 
die Afrikaanse boek se afsetgebied styg, bloot om die eenvoudige rede dat die 
publiek veral op afgeleé dorpe kennis kan maak met die Afrikaanse produk en 
dus wat die Engelse taal so mooi uitdruk ,bookminded" gemaak word. 

So lank daar n aansienlike aantal Engelse boeke meer verkoop sal word as 
Afrikaanse, en so lank daar n aantal boekwinkels in ons land is wat nog nie 
eers die moeite neem om tweetalige personeel in diens te neem nie, bly die 
biblioteekdiens n noodsaak. 


DIE AFRIKAANSE BOEK 


Wat van die boek self? Laat ons eers kyk na die tegniese versorging van 
die Afrikaanse boeke. Veral die laaste paar jaar het ons boeke n gedaante- 
verwisselling ondergaan, wat daarop wys dat ons uitgewers hoe langer hoe meer 
besef hoe belangrik dit is dat die produk van die skrywer nie alleen n lus 
vir die gees, maar ook vir die oog behoort te wees 





Behalwe om die moeilikhede in ons eie land en by ons eie mense te soek, is 
dit ook n saak om n groter afsetgebied in die buiteland te vind. Ook hier- 
deur sal ons beter en meer skrywers ,kweek' 

Die Nederlandse taal word deur ongeveer 20 miljoen mense gelees en geskry- 
we In n Nederlandse tydskrif skryf n kritikus onlangs oor die ,Beperkte 
Nederlandse taalgebied'" waarin die outeur geen groot afsetgebied kan vind nie! 
Die Hollanders het besef, dat self by n bevolking van 20 miljoen dit vir n 
skrywer nie betalend is om boeke te skryf nie 

Daarom is in 1954 die volgende vereniging opgerig: Stichting ter bevorder- 
ing van de Vertaling van Nederlands letterkundig werk. Hierdie stigting is 
eintlik n verteenwoordigende liggaam van vier letterkundige verenigings in 
Nederland Die organisasie hou gereeld kontak met buitelandse uitgewers 
en tydskrifte Hulle stel n pamflet op en versprei dit in die baie dele van 
die wéreld Verder word geprobeer om deur middel van persoonlike kontak met 
buitelandse uitgewers meer belangstelling vir die Nederlandse boek te werk. 

Die belangrikste werk van die Stigting is die maak van proefvertalings, 
dit is nl. die enigste manier om buitelandse uitgewers en redaksies van tyd- 
skrifte te benader 

Dit alles word bekostig deur die Nederlandse regering wat voorlopig jaar- 
liks n subsidie van £27000 vir hierdie uitvoermark beskikbaar stel. Wat word 
vertaal? In die algemeen werke van liter@re waarde, reisbeskrywings, maar in 
n groot mate ook wetenskaplike werke en essays. 

Nou sal u waarskynlik die skouers optrek en by uself die vraag stel, wat 
Suid-Afrika nou eintlik kan aanbied. Baie meer as wat u dink. Skrywer van 
hierdie artikel het op die Frankfurtse Boekeskou (die grootste en belangrik- 
ste boekebeurs in die wéreld) waar jaarliks ongeveer 70,000 boeke uit 32 
lande aangebied word, in 1958 en 1959 n uitstalling van Suid-Afrikaanse 
boeke georganiseer Hier kom 1700 uitgewers uit alle dele van die wéreld 
saam om regte te koop of te verkoop. Die boeke uit ons land het groot be- 
langstelling gewek en kontakte is gemaak met 5 Europese lande wat proefver- 
talings gevra het 

My persoonlike mening is dat ons besig is om n minderwaardi gheidskompleks 
te ontwikkel wat ons letterkunde betref Te veel word geskryf oor die swak 
standaard sonder om te besef dat daar in elke land in elke deel van die 
wéreld kaf onder die koring verskyn 

Laat ons meer konsentreer op die goeie letterkundige werke, daar het die 
afgelope jare meer van hulle verskyn as wat u sou aflei uit die min berigte! 
In Emgeland is na ek meen vir 1960 n bedrag van £6000 beskikbaar gestel om 
Engelse boeke dwars deur die wéreld te adverteer en tentoonstellings te orga- 
niseer 


Het u al ooit iets wat op n reklame of advertensie lyk, gesien van ons 
Staatsdrukkery, wat die afgelope jare uitstekende werke gepubliseer het, maar 
wat eenvoudig nie verkoop nie, omdat niemand van die bestaan van sulke werke 
weet nie? Weet u dat die oorsese universiteit en biblioteke (veral in 








Duitsland) baie graag die Groot woordeboek sou wil bestel, waarvan ons nou 
onlangs in die plaaslike koerante gelees het dat dit tot nou toe al £246,000 
gekos het en waarvan die verkope maar matig is? 

En wat doen ons? Ons dit en kerm en lees artikels dat dit sleg gaan. wat 
doen die Suid-Afrikaanse uitgewers? Die groot firmas wat skoolboeke hanteer 
is nie juis bekommerd oor die gang van sake nie. n Skoolboek is n veilige 
belegging en beteken n vaste jaarlikse omset. Wat doen die klein uitgewers? 
Hulle is nie sterk genoeg om self n grootskeepse aksie op tou te sit nie. nn 
Nederlandse koerant het onlangs n spotprentjie gepubliseer, waarop n weeg- 
skaal staan met aan die een kant n vrag boeke en aan die ander kant n bank- 
noot van £27000. Die vrag boeke het veelseggend soos n treurwilg afgehang. 
Die onderskrif het gelui: £27000 Alles wat O.K. en W. (Departement van 
onderwys) vir vertalings oor het! 

Hoe lyk die Suid-,frikaanse weegskaal as ons dieselfde prentjie moes skil- 
der? 

Ek weet nie of daar lande in die wéreld is waar invoerregte gehef word op 
die invoer van Engelse boeke nie. Ek meen Australi#® het n sekere vorm van 
invoerbelasting. Dit kan vir ons land beslis nie moeite werd wees om op hier-~ 
die saak in te gaan. Die gevolg van n invoerbelasting op boeke sou in elk 
geval te weeg bring dat die pryse van Suid-Afrikaanse boeke beter sou verge- 
lyk met die van oorsee en dat ons miskien van n groot gedeelte Mgelse minder- 
waardige lektuur sou ontslae raak. 

Ons drukkers sou n kans kry om nog beter werk te lewer. Na skatting word 
vir die waarde van £150,000 per jaar aan Suid-Afrikaanse boeke en drukwerk 
wat oorsee gedruk is, ingevoer; en die vreemde geval doen homself in ons land 
voor dat invoerregte op papier betaal moet word maar nie op boeke nie. pie 
gevolg is dat die uitgewers hul boeke op beter papier teen laer koste in die 
buiteland laat druk. 

Daar is in Suid-Afrika nog n belangrike struikelblok op ons letterkundige 
pad na beter tye en dit is (ek huiwer om dit te noem) ons kerke. Inn resen- 
sie in een van ons bekende tydskrifte word nog onlangs n bundel jagverhale 
uit Suidwes gekritiseer omdat dit sekere terme bevat wat nie geskik is vir 
kinders nie! 

Ek vra u in alle gemoedsrus: Het u al ooit van n jagter gehoor wat nan 
baie inspannende agtervolging gaan sit en bid omdat hy sy prooi sien ontsnap 
het? Moet al ons boeke dan geskik wees vir kinders en n Christelike boodskap 
bevat? Laat die redaksies van ons tydskrifte en ons resente probeer wegkom 
van die skimme van agtervolgende predikante, wat met wapperende toga hulle hel 
en verdoemenis toeroep. Tye verander en ons kan maar gerus n bietjie ,moder- 
niseer" sonder om noodwendig af te daal tot die peil van die ,geelpers" wat 
al jare lank dankie roep vir al die ongevraagde publisiteit, en dus ook gratis 
reklame wat dit vir hulle beteken. Daardie geel pers sal baie gemakliker in 
n kind se hande kom as n bundel jagverhale. 

Daar is baie probleme en struikelblokke wat ons letterkunde verhinder om 





uit te groei tot wat dit behoort te wees en ook kdn wees Van dié feit is 
ons almal al jare der jare oortuig, maar het u al ooit een tasbare bewys ge- 
sien van dade? 


SCHEEPERSPRYS VIR JEUGLEKTUUR 


Enkele jare gelede het mnr. Fred Scheepers n bedrag geld beskikbaar gestel 
waarvan die rente gebruik word as n prys ter bevordering van Afrikaanse jeug 
lektuur Die prys staan bekend as die ,Scheepersprys vir Jeuglektuur" en is 
in 1955 vir die eerste keer toegeken. Die jaarlikse toekenning geskied deur 
die Akademieraad van die S.A. Akademie vir Wetenskap en Kuns, wat geadviseer 
word deur n benoemde deskundige kommissie van die Fakulteitsraad vir Taal 
Lettere en Kuns. Vir die eerste ses jaar word die Afrikaanse jeuglektuur 
vanaf die tydperk van die Tweede Afrikaanse Taalbeweging (+ 1900) tot die 
hede in aanmerking geneem. Daarna sal net die oes van elke jaar beoordeel 
word en sal slegs een werk in aanmerking kom 

Die prys vir 1959 is toegeken aan 


SITA, die skuilnaam van mev. Sara Susanna de Kock 


Dié gewilde skryfster het n besonder belangrike bydrae tot die Afrikaanse 
jeuglektuur gelewer aangesien sy begin skryf het op n tydstip kort nadat 
Afrikaans amptelik as tweede offisitle taal erken is en toe die Afrikaanse 
letterkunde, veral wat jeugboeke betref, besonder arm in kwantiteit sowel as 
in kwaliteit was. 

Daar het gedurende die afgelope dertig jaar n groot aantal boeke van Sita 
verskyn’ waarvan die meeste in die voorraad van die Kaapse Provinsiale Biblio- 
teekdienste is.

VAN ALLES EN ALMAL 
NATIONS OF READERS 


One index to a nation’s civilization is the number and quality of new books 
it produces. It is not easy to make international comparisons of quality, 
but some interesting facts about relative numbers were recently compiled by 
the German Publishers’ and Booksellers’ Association and quoted in Johno’ 
London’s. The Soviet Union, Japan and Britain occupied the first three 
places for the number of titles published in 1957, the year under review, but 
a caiculation of the number for each 100,000 of population gives a rather 
different picture We find the Scandinavian countries justifying their repu- 
tation for intelligent use of leisure: Norway led the world with 87 titles 
for each 100,000 people, and (after Switzerland’s 82), Sweden and Denmark 
came third and fourth with 77 and 69 titles respectively. The publishim 
achievements of Britain coming 11th with 41, Japan (17th with 28) and Russia 
(21st with 16) look less impressive when judged by the criterion of popula- 
tion, and the United States (28th with eight) barely earns a place on this 
list of the first 30 nations South Africa comes nowhere. 

There are, of course, strong objections to making these figures into a sort 
of international form-order of culture. They apparently take no account of 
imported and exported books (in South Africa for instance, the overwhelming 
majority of books read are published abroad). What is more serious, they do 
not reflect the size of editions, and hence do not show how much reading is 
actually being done American best-sellers, for instance, are bought by the 
million; a calculation of the number of books read in the United States in a 
year might remove any impression of philistinism which had been gained from 
the low proportion of new titles. Still, diversity of book production counts 
for much, and there is something intrinsically unhealthy about a nation of 
bestseller readers. Little Norway, with her new book to every 1,150 people, 
has reason for self-congratulation. 
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MEADOWRIDGE LIBRARY OPENS

The new Meadowridge Library is going with a swing Go in there any 
Saturday morning and you’l1l find it as busy as a popular departmental store 
Last time we looked in the librarian and her two temporary helpers from the 
township were rushed off their feet attending to the crowd of people waiting 
round the desk It is unusual for a library of that size to have three 
librarians and more unusual to see them all so busy 


CLEAN AND LIGHT 


But the Meadowridge library is an inviting place. Situated in the shopping 
centre above Superfoods it is very accessible. The hall has a pleasant 
atmosphere with no dusty, fusty corners or dark alcoves Light pours in from 
the windows down one side and falls .on the new tables, chairs and shelves 
and the rows of gaily covered books are fresh and clean and so inviting that 
one feels one simply must take them away and read them 


SMALL FRY TOO 


We made a small count of the people in the library when we were there. 
Besides the three ladies at the desk there were ten other women, four men and 
about 17 children, many of which were babies in arms and tiny tots under five 
years old. Meadowridge certainly has no population problem. There was a 
constant coming and going of residents up and down the stairs leading to the 
library 


PRAISE 


Besides the wide range of books for adults there is a comprehensive section 
for the children of all ages starting with big colourful picture books for 
even the youngest readers. Tiny chairs and tables have been provided to sit 
and read at. The quality of the fittings is so excellent that Mr. Friis, the 
Director of the Provincial Library Services, remarked that Meadowridge for 
its size was one of the best of all the Provincial Libraries he’d seen. 

Garden Cities have spent about £600 on equipment and fittings so far and 
have made all the furniture in their workshops. They provide the hall to the 
Meadowridge Association free of charge as well as maintaining and cleaning it. 
The Association is responsible for the salary of the part-time librarian 
appointed by the Provincial Library and for the funds to cover the running 
expenses To find this there is a special levy on the rates which amounts 
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to about 4d. a week per family. This amount is really quite negligible when 
one considers the benefits and pleasure derived from the library Besides 
books, of which there are about 5,000, one will be able to borrow gramophone 
records, and prints and films are also made available by the Provincial 
Library Service 


NAMES AND FIGURES 


At present there are about 280 adults and 128 children as members and as 
members and as far as one can judge everybody in Meadowridge is very much in 
favour of this latest addition to pleasant living. 

The Library committee consists of seven members. Two from Garden Cities, 
Mr. Jacquemin, who is chairman, and Mr. McGregor; two from the Divisional 
Council, Mr. Henshilwood and Commander Albrechts; two from Meadowridge, Mrs 
Wonnacott and Mr. Jones, and Miss Terwater-Pohl, the librarian, who is 
secretary.

There 
were three of them: Baldmoney, the restless one, who wanted to do things, 
Sneezewort the youngest and Dodder the eldest and wisest. They were very 
small and old and their garments were made of animal skins which the kindly 
owl, who lived in the same tree higher up, provided for them. Their faces 
were wrinkled and they wore long beards. 

Many months before the story starts there had been four little men, their 
brother Cloudberry as well, but he had gone off one day to explore the river 
bank up to the river’s source and it is sad to have to.relate that he never 
returned from that trip. When the story opens it is Spring time with the 
grass and flowers coming up along the stream, the birds building their nests 
and the whole of nature full of promises.
